The German Empire came into existence in 
1871. Not only did it have no debt, but it 
received a billion dollars’ war indemnity from 
France. Its debt is now a billion dollars or 
more. ‘The practise has been to meet the annual 
deficits with loans, and thus to throw a part of 
the present burden upon future generations, 
which will have burdens enough of their own. 
The unwisdom of the policy is now conceded, 
and it is proposed not only to raise money enough 
to pay the current expenses, but to provide a 
sinking fund for the redemption of the debt. 

The British government is troubled in the 
same way. Although its finances have been 
managed much better than those of Germany, 
the rapid increase in public expenditures is 
causing considerable anxiety to the government. 
The latest demand on governmental resources, 
in the form of pensions for the aged poor, has 
made it necessary to find some new source of 
revenue or to increase the burden of the old 
sources.

It 
offers special advantages which the public 
schools cannot afford, but it is not on that 
account undemocratic, any more than it is un- 
democratic for some people to have better houses 
| and more books than their neighbors.

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FOREST FIRES. 


he prolonged drought of the past summer 
has been the cause of a considerable direct 
| financial loss in the reduction of the value 
of crops; but it has caused a vastly greater loss 
through the forest fires, which the unusual dry- 
ness of the woods has allowed to spread. 

There are forest fires every year. Indeed, 
the average annual loss throughout the country 
is estimated at fifty million dollars. This year 
the figure will be greatly exceeded. The fires 
have been distributed throughout the whole 
country and over parts of Canada. The most 
destructive have been in the northern tier of 
states, in the British Northwest, and in the 
| Province of Quebec. 

The great annual loss is due to many causes. 
American lumbering operations are yet con- 
| ducted in a crude way, although there is stead) 
| improvement. The leaving of tops and branches 
| unpiled is the greatest evil. The lack of lanes 
for fire-breaks, the almost unrestricted presence 
of hunters and campers, locomotives without 
proper spark-arresters, and either no force, or 
an inadequate one, of forest guards—these are 
all sources of danger, and are largely the fault 
of the communities themselves which suffer 
most from the fires. 

Men who would not think of letting their 
ordinary property remain uninsured overnight 
will oppose the creation of a proper system of 
state forest protection, not seeing that that, too, 
is a form of insurance, 

The forest service of the United States is 
now giving this important matter its earnest 
attention, and will endeavor to formulate a 
comprehensive plan, both for prevention, and 
for control in cases where prevention fails. 
Two members of the service are now engaged 
in the preliminary investigation. 

Mr. Paul Redington, who is in charge of this 
work, declares that what is most needed is 
organized effort on the part of the government, 
the state, corporations and individuals. In the 
forests which are wholly under control of the 
United States government, fires are now of in- 
frequent occurrence, and when they do appear, 
are quickly checked. 
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|

| marked with a thumb print. The letter-paper of 
| children has long been marked with both thumb 
and finger prints all over it.

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MILLIONS IN IT. 
ll the pools and swamps in Barbados, West 
Indies, are stocked with swarms of millions, 
a tiny fish which gets its name from its vast 


mosquito. The Chicago Tribune further states 


Indian island, being convinced of the missionary 
work of these fish in consuming mosquito eggs, 
and thus saving the inhabitants of malarial regions, | 
has arranged for their systematic distribution 
throughout the ponds and streams of Antigua. 


Like tidings come from Jamaica, whither a con- 
signment of the fish was sent not long ago. The 
tanks at a certain hotel are full of them, and the 
secretary of the agricultural society there reports 
that there has been a marked diminution of fever 
round about, the millions evidently accounting 
for the mosquito larve. They have also been sent 
to Colon and British Guiana. 

It is suggested that these useful fish get a trial 
in the malarial regions of Africa, if, like the mala- 
rial mosquito, the insects which carry the terrible 
diseases which are endemic there pass the larval 
stage of their existence in water. 

Some specimens have been got to England suc- 
cessfully, and imported into malarial districts with 
happy results. 

t may be added that the Swedish consul at 
Frankfort, Germany, has discovered another 
small fish named the blue-eyed, which feeds on 
mosquito larve.

SEAWEED AS FOOD. 


man of science has predicted that sooner or 
A later “shredded seaweeds,” “‘predigested 
sargassum,” “cream of sea moss’ and other 
nautical foods will be popular articles of diet. That 
certain kinds of seaweed are edible has long been 
known, but fortunately the human race has not yet 
been forced to depend on this source for its reg- 
ular meals. In the Technical World Magazine a 
writer discusses the possibilities of seaweed. 
Seaweeds have been eaten and enjoyed for 
centuries, and in parts of the Orient are a staple 
| article of diet—the literal “staff of life.’ 

Many varieties are composed nary of elatin. 
These have been eaten for ages by the Chinese, 
Japanese, and the inhabitants: of many islands in 
the Pacific Ocean. 

Thousands of Japanese coast dwellers gather a 
sufficient quantity of seaweed in July, August and 
September to last them till the next season’s 
harvest. The people go out to the marine harvest- 
| fields in rowboats, equipped with long poles, to 
| the end of which are attached stout hooks. With 
these queer implements of husbandry they tear 
| the seaweeds loose from the submerged rocks, 
then take them ashore and spread them out to 
dry in the sun. Then vag | are taken to local 
factories, where they are boiled, shredded, and 
otherwise prepared for use as food. 

A cleaner and more wholesome article of diet 
cannot be imagined, and travellers who have tried 
it pronounce it to be both palatable and digestible. 
There is no reason why it should not take the 
place of some of the common foods in general use. 

As a base for cheap candies, preserves, jellies, 
custards and similar products requiring an inex- 
pensive but harmless “filler,” it is superior to 
many of the materials now commonly used. Yet 
millions of tons of this potentially valuable food 
are wasted on American shores every year, and

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ENDOCARDITIS. 


his is an inflammation 

of the delicate mem- 
brane lining the cavity 
of the heart. Like other 
inflammations, it may be 
acute or chronic. When 
it is chronic the condi- 
tion is that which results 
in valvular disease. 

The membrane in the 
course of this slowly 
progressing inflamma- 
tion becomes gradually 
thickened, loses its 
and finally contracts like other scar 
tissue, which it becomes. 

Where the membrane lines the smooth walls of 
the heart cavities this thickening and contraction 
do no great harm,—at least, comparatively none, 
—but where it extends over the various valves it 
does irreparable damage. The leaflets forming 
the valves become distorted, shrunken, sometimes 





elasticity, 


curled up, and not very rarely adherent to each | 


other or to the adjacent parts of the heart wall. 
The result of this valvular deformity is that the 
blood is obstructed in its passage through the 
valves, or else that the valves leak, and let 
the blood flow back. In either case, extra work 
is put upon the heart to compensate for this defect 
in the valves, and its walls become first thickened 
and then fatty, or otherwise degenerated, and 
weak. The heart is left seriously and perma- 
nently crippled. 

Acute endocarditis is less serious;

This malignant 
form usually announces its onset with a severe 
chill, followed by fever, with a very feeble, irregu- 
lar and rapid pulse. 

The subsequent course of the disease may re- 
semble typhoid fever or blood-poisoning. There 
is often great shortness of breath, and the poor 
circulation is indicated by a dusky blueness of 
the skin 


The prime necessity in the treatment of acute 
endocarditis is absolute rest. Cold applications 
over the heart often do good, but the treatment 


calls for the constant supervision of the physician.
